The leaders 
of the young Turkey movement, however, 
are not yet convinced of the despot’s sin- 
cerity. The acknowledge their triumph, but 
they remember the fate of the constitution 
promulgated thirty-two years ago. 

At Salonica, in Macedonia, the hotbed of 
the so-called rebel movement, Ahmed Riza, 
leader of the young Turks, announced that 
his men would not disarm until three things 
were assured. 

First, the convocation of a Turkieh pariia- 
ment under conditions guaranteeing fair 
representation; second, a fair amount of lib- 
erty for the press; third, general amnesty 
for the members of the party now in exile, 
who number 7,000. 

Unt then,“ he said, we will stand on 
the defensive. It will be an armed truce. 
Our partisans in arms in the mountains will 
still keep the field, while the committee of 
the. party throughout the empire will main- 
tain an organization as efficient as possible.“ 


Move Causes Sensation. 
Startling as was the sudden dismissal of 
Ferid Pasha from the grand viziership and 


the appointment of Said Pasha in his place, 


this step was as nothing compared to the 
sensation created in all quarters by the offi- 
cial announcement that the sultan had de- 


| cided to convoke a parliament.

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Albanians Desert Ruler. 


The immediate cause of the sultan’ s raising 
of the white flag was the receipt of a tele- 


Uskub informing him they hed taken their 
oath to favor the reéstablistment of the con- 
stitution. This message landed like a thun- 
derbolt at the Yildiz kiosk. The sultan had 
been under the impression that he could de- 
pend upon the Albanians under al! circum- 
stances. Ferid Pasha, who is an Albanian, 
had fostered this conceit. When the facts be- 
came known the wrath of the sultan im- 
mediately fell upon hia favorite, who was 
summoned to the palace and dismissed on the 
spot. 
Said Pasha Warns Monarch. 


The former grand visier, Said Pasha, was 
then summoned to the palace. He gave the 
sultan an tnsight into the real gravity of 
the situation in the country, and the hope- 
leesness of attempting to restore a- 
nent peace in the army and among the people 
unless the personal regime, with its attend- 
ant abuses and intrigues, which had brought 
the country to the verge of ruin, came to an 
end and some steps were taken in the di- 
rection of granting a measure of constitu- 
tional government. The attitude of the 
Albanians had so disconcerted the sultan 
that Said Pasha found him in a mood to 
make concessions, and the pressure exerted 
by other men who had been long absent from 
the councils at the palace completed the 
conversion which resulted in the historic 
irade of today. 

Macedonians Wild with Joy. 

SALONICA, European Turkey, July 24.— 
An imperial firman restoring to Macedonia 
the constitution of 1876 was read publicly this 
morning in the presence of the civil and mill- 
tary authorities and before an immense and 
orderly crowd. Great enthusiagm prevailed 


and there were wild manifestations of joy. 


Munchir Pasha and Hilmi Pasha, aids de 
camp to the sultan, were among the officers 


who spread the good news. 
The people of Salonice are parading the 


‘streets and shouting long live liberty.” 


Monastir Taken by Rebels. 

Monastir is completely in the hands of the 
young Turks. Marsha! Osman Feizi Pasha, 
commandant of Monastir, was abducted dur- 
ing the night and carried off te. Ochrida, in 
Albania, where he is now in the hands of 
Niazi Bey, leader of the young Turkey 
party. 

Seres, Prisrend, Kossovo, Vodena, Kas- 
toria, Bllasona, Serriji, and Gerbena, all in 
European Turkey, have joined in the lib- 
erty movement. while 100,000 Albanians 
have proclaimed themselves as in favor of 
the constitution. 

Young Turks the Masters. 

BELGRADE, Servia, July 24.—Cipher dis- 

patches received from the European vilayets 
of Macedonia deciare the . Young Turks are 
complete masters of the situation. All the 
Turkish authorities have surrendered them- 
selves into their hands. 
The publication at Kossovo, Buropean 
Turkey, of the sultan's proclamation grant- 
ing a constitution was hailed by a salute of 
twenty-one guns from the fort. There is 
great rejoicing everywhere. 


Paris Papers Suspect Sultan. 
PARIS, July 26, 3 a. m.—The newspaper 
comment on the events in Turkey is tinged 
with doubt. The radical newspapers say 
that the whole question depends upon 
whether a parliamentary régime can be 
adapted to the Otteman character, and 
whether the experiment announced is sincere 
and lasting. The Aurore points out that the

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GLENCOE SCORES IN Aro WAR 


F. White, Alleged Kidnaper. 


J. L. STACK SURRENDERS, 


Man, Charged with Running Down 
Timer, Capitulates at Last. 


Glencoe yesterday won two big victories 
in The Great Automobile War,“ and lost 
one skirmish. Also Bloomington has been 
drawn into the conflict by the arrest of one 
of its most prominent citizens, J. F. White, 
capitalist. 

The triumph over which Glencoe is es- 
pecially gloating is this capture of White, 
who is said to be one of the men who, a 
month ago, kidnaped Special Policeman 
Frank Moore and thus, in a way, started the 
whole bitter conflict. 

Second to this was the arrest of J. L. Stack 
of the Midlothian Country club, who is 
charged with running down and injuring 
Timer Culver last Saturday. The victory of 
the Automobile club was a legal one In thus 
securing strategic advantages in the trials 
of Moore and Automobilist Henderson, which 
wilh take place today and Monday, re- 
spectively. 

Stack Gives Himself Up. 

Mr. Stack, who is one of the leading ad- 
vertising men of Chicago, gave himeelf up 
after the detectives from Capt. Cudmore’'s 
office had searched for him for five days. 
The detectives watched his office and his 
home at the Midlothian Country club with- 
out seeing him, but, discovering where he 
was staying, it ſe said they got word to him 
that if he did not give himself up within 
forty-eight hours they would use force to 
get him. 

Mr. Stack was accompanied by Attorney 
Frederick 8. Winston and La Verne W. 
Noyes of the <Aermotor company. Mr. 
Noyes gave bonds for Mr. Stack's appear- 
ance on July 31 to answer charges of speed- 
ing and of attacking Timer Culver with in- 
tent to do bodily injury. 


Moore Gets His Kidnaper. 


As seemed peculiarly fitting, the man sent 
to arrest Mr. White was the man he is ac- 
cused of so grievously maltreating, Special 
Policemen Frank Moore. The alleged offense 
occurred on the evening of June 22. Moore 
received a signal from the timers notifying 
him that a machine was traveling faster 
than twenty miles an hour, and so stepped 
out in the road, ordering it to stop. 

Tt stopped and Moore requested ita occu- 
pants to proceed with him to the justice court. 
The four men readily agreed and offered to 
take the policeman with them. He accepted 
their hospitality, only to be seiged, held in 
the car, and whirled away far to the north 
of Glencoe. At last they stopped and offered 
to let their captive go. He refused, being of 


his captives. Unable to agree and finding 
Moore firm, they greased their number, cov- 
ered it with dirt so that it could not be read, 
threw the policeman out in the road, and 


Moore, Seorchers’ Foe, Arrests J. sped away. Moore had to walk back home. 


Revolver Given to Moore. 


According to testimony at the trial of Moore 
last Monday one of the results of the kid- 
naping was the presentation to Moore by 
the village authorities of a revolver in order 
to prevent its repetition. Moore’s possession 
of the revolver resulted in the shooting of 
Miss Buena Stribling, the determination of 
the Chicago Automobile club to fight the vil- 
lage to a finish, and the present auto war.“ 

The original joke on Moore, however, was 
teo good to keep and one of the participants 
and the owner of the machine, White, could 
not refrain from boasting of the exploit to 
his Bloomington friends. One of the friends, 
who has decided opinions on automobile 
speeding and respect for the law, wrote to 
Moore, telling him the name and address of 
his alleged kidnaper. 

Moore Busy Out of Town. 


Although Moore was to appear yesterday 
as defendant in the cage against him, being 
prosecuted by the Chicago Automobile club, 
Chief of Police James Dennis ordered him 
to Bloomington. He was accompanied by 
Constable Harris of Evanston. They arrested 
White, who refused to give the names of his 
companions. He promised to appear before 
Justice Lane in Glencoe on Monday and 
was allowed his liberty in Bloomington for 
the time being. 

Moore’s absence was extremely disconcert- 
ing to the pugnacious would-be combatants, 
who gathered in the courtroom at Glencoe 
yesterday noon. Nefther the justice, nor the 
prosecuting attorney, nor Moore's own law- 
yer knew that he was to be absent. 

The two cases against Henderson for apeed- 
ing and resisting an officer were promptly 
continued until Monday. Moore's case will 


come up: today. 


FIRE FROM ALTAR CANDLES 
KILLS BOY IN MOTHER’S VIEW. 


Mrs. Maria Ross Restrained from Bush- 
ing Into Flames as She Sees Son Burn 
to Death. 


Mrs. Maria Ross of Lake Bluff saw her 3 
year old son burned to death yesterday ina 
fire which destroyed her home. The frantic 
mother struggled with volunteer firemen in 
an effort to rush into the house to save her 
child from the flames. 

Mrs. Ross had been praying ata Nttle altar 
in a bedroom early in the afternoon. By her 
side was her son, Peter. A short time later 
she left the house to visit a neighbor, leay- 
ing the boy in the room. On each side of 
the altar was a burning candle, and it 16 
supposed the boy started the blase while 
playing with them. 

Half an hour later the woman started to 
return home and saw that the building was 
in flames. Running toward the houge she 
could see her child, enveloped in flames, 
screaming from a front window. Just as 
Mrs. Ross reached the house a squad of vol- 
unteer firemen arrived. They caught her 
as she was about to rush into the flames. 

When firemen entered the room occupied 
by the boy he was dead. The body was 
carried out of a rear door while the grief 
stricken mother was taken te the home of a 


neighbor. 
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BOMB {9 HITS HOTEL: ROOF. 


Gamblers’ Warfare Extends to 
National in Wabash Avenue. 


HURLED FROM THE ROYAL, 


Poker and Faro Games Reported Dis- 
turbed by Explosion. 


To disprove the statement of the police that 
“there is no gambling in Chicago” bomb 
No. 19 in the gamblers’ warfare was exploded 
last night on the roof of the Nationa} hotel, 28 
Van Buren street. 

At least three games, ohe of which was fare, 
wete interrupted temporarily by the mys 
terious stranger, who for the last year or 
two years has been throwing dynamite bombs 
at different gambling establishments. 

Following so closely upon the bomb throw- 
ing at the saloon of James J. Corbett, 286 
State street, the previous evening, the police 
were moved to extraordinary action by the 
latest outrage. 

Within twenty minutes after the explosion 
more than a score of patrolmen and detect- 
ivee were on the scene, but as in all former 
instances no clew to the bomb thrower was 
found. 

Shock in Three Hotels. 

Guerts of three hotels adjoining each other 
in the vicinity of Wabash avenue and Van 
Buren street were startled by last night's 
explosion The National hotel alone sus 
tained dawage, but the guests of the Hotel 
Royal, 288 Wabash avenue, and the Hotel 
Rensu 204 Wabash avenue, were as badly 
frightened as those at the National. 

Several buildings in the vicinity of the Na- 
tional were rocked by the explosion. Pedes- 
trians felt the shock for a radius of two 
viockr, and the noise made by the explosion 
was heard away over on the west side, a mile 
from the scene. 

The bomb, which contained dynamite, hit 
the roof of the National, a six story bullding, 
striking the skylight and tearing a hole two 
feet squareintheroof. Débris tumbied down 
through the elevator shaft, which is directly 
under the skylight, and covered G. W. Ath- 
erly, who was in the elevator at the time. 

A man and woman whom Atherly was tak- 
ing to a room were in the cage with him, and 
when the frightened operator dropped the

URGES JEWS TO USE FRANCHISE. 


Newspaper Warns Them Scrupulous 
Avoidance of Polls on Sabbath 
Will Hurt Race. 


Jewish voters whose orthodox faith might 
prevent them from voting at the primaries 
on Saturday, Aug. 8, because it is their Sab- 
bath, are urged in the current issue of the 
Jewish Standard not to allow their religious 
principles to stand in the way of their civic 
duty. In an editorial this publication says: 

“The Jewish people of this state have a 
problem before them this year. The intense- 
ly religious will undoubtedly scruple to cast 
their ballot at our next primaries becausé 
the day of election comes on a Saturday. The 
Jewish vote is without question the deciding 
vote in any election in this state. It would 
certainly be one of the greatest detriments 
to the Jewish people if they, on account of 
their religious scruples, would abstain from. 
casting their votes. 

“To our own mode of thinking. we cannot 
see why even the most scrupulous should 
refrain from voting on that day, as there is 
no desecration of the Sabbath connected with 
that act. There is no work to be performed, 
for we are certain that the election judges 
will permit every Jewish voter to have some 
one mark the ballot for him in accordance 
with his dictates. The best efforts should 
be made that no Jew shall refrain from 
voting.”

CHICAGO STATE BANKS GAIN. 


Statement by Auditor McCullough 
Shows Forty-four Institutions to 
Be in Best of Shape. 


Springfield, III., July 24.—[Special.}—En- 
couraging information regarding the condi- 
tion of the forty-four state banks in Chicago 
is given in a statement issued today by 
State Auditor McCullough. The statement 
shows the amount of money on hand at the 
close of business May 12, as compared with 
the previous report issued July 16. The total 
of loans and discounts is §203,750,854.13, as 
compared with $210,395,2726.3, or an increase 
of 86.885.372. 50, as compered with the previous 
statement. 

The resources show an increase of $1,811,- 
194.19 on money due from state banks and 
bankers. The liabilities show a decrease of 
$146,819.78 in the surplus funds. The total 
amount on hand as recorded in the last re- 
port was $19,456,819.78, as compared with 
$19,310,000 in the month of July.

Thus concluded a coroner's jury at the in- 
quest over the body of Lucas Sletten, who 
Was shot and Killed by a bedridden, invalid 
husband in the latter’s home at 4007 Grand 
boulevard Thursday night. The jury com- 
pletely vindicated the man whose young 
wife was harassed and attacked, his child 
beaten, and his home almost wrecked by 
Sletten. 3 

Mrs. Branitzky, a little woman, 26 years 
old, was the principal witness at the inquest, 
which was held at the undertaking rooms of 
Furth & Co., 192 East Thirty-fifth street. 
In a deliberate and forceful manner she re- 
lated a story of ten month's intimacy with 
Sletten, how he enticed her away from her 
husband, her return to the Invalid, Sletten's 
continued advances, and her subsequent hate 
and fear of the man. 


Woman Tells Story in Detail. 


Then sitting on the edge of her chair, her 
eyes fastened intently on Deputy Coroner 
Herrmann, she told of the final scene—her 
struggles with Sletten in the dining room 
and before her husband's eyes in his bedroom, 
in which she was nearly choked to death, and 
the two shots which ended Sletten's life. 

There was os in every word che spoke. 
She did not reveal to the deputy coroner, 
however, that she ever had cared for Sletten, 
although she previously had intimated to the 
police her affection for him. 

He lived in our house ten months.“ said 
the women, referring to Sletten. “‘ My hus- 
band didn’t like him because he (Sletten) liked 
me. He was infatuated with me. Finally 
he went to live at the Holland hotel at my 
husband's request. 

“From there he went to the Grant hotel. 
He asked me to leave my husband and told 
me that if I would not be his wife I would 
be no other man’s wife. I left my husband 
and went to the Grant hotel. Then my hus- 
band filed ‘a bill for divorce, but we made up 
and I returned to him. 


Annoyance Begins Again. 

“ Some time later Sletten began calling me 
up on the telephone. I did not let him come 
to our house. I used to see him frequent- 
ly, sometimes arpund the corner and some- 
times downtown. Then he began annoying 
me again. He tried to get me to put my hus- 
band in the Hahnemann hospital and return 
to my mother and get a divorce so that I 
could marry him. He said he loved me more 
than my husband did. 

He came back to live with us again about 
seven weeks ago. My husband's illness made 
our finances low. He said he would pay me 
$9 a week board. So I urged my husband to 
let him come to live with us. My husband 
said he did not want him, but I begged him 
and he finally said to do ag I pleased. 

He soon fell behind in his board bills and 
when I urged him to pay up he abused me. 
I took him into my husband’s room one day 
and he agreed to sign a note to pay $21.45 he 
owed me. He said he didn’t have the money, 
but he went out and drank steadily. He paid 
$10 on account and then lost his job, got 
drunk, and came home. 


Called Names and Slapped. 

“TI was in the kitchen when he called from 
the dining room, Lou, come here.’ I did 
not go at first, but went finally and he called 
me awful names and slapped me, bruising 
my nose and lips. I tried to run away from 
him, but he grabbed me. I succeeded after 
a time in releasing myself and ran to my 
husband's room. I locked the door and he 
called for me to come out. I would not go. 

“I thought he went away and opened the 
door. My husband asked him to come into 
his room but he wouldn't come at first. I 
told him he was a coward. In the meantime 
I had tried to get my husband to let me have 

is revolver, but he said he could handle it 
better than I could. 

When I told Sletten he was a coward he 
came into my hüsband's room and I in- 
formed my husband then what he had done. 
Sletten then slapped me again and pushed 
me away. My husband, who could not move 
in his bed, told him he ought to be ashamed 
of himself. Then I slapped Sletten iwice 
and he attacked me. He got me by ine 
throat with both Bands and pushed me over 
a radiator. I was just barely able to yell 
‘Bill! Bill!’ The next thing I remember was 
a shot and then another.” 

Mrs. Branitzky on cross examination ad- 
mitted that she ran out of the house and fol- 
lowed Sletten to where he had fallen on the 
pavement. She went with him in an automo- 
bile to the Baptist hospital and to the Stanton 
avenue police station, returning to her hus- 
band several hours later. 

With the hearing of several minor wit- 
nesses the jury adjourned and returned its 
verdict, following which Inspector Nicholas 
Hunt immediately sent a sergeant to Branitz- 
ky’s home to remove the two policemen sta- 
tioned there at the Invalid’s bedside. 


“Thank God,” Says Branitzky. 

“Thank God! The world cannot now call 
me a murderer, Branitzky said when told of 
his exoneration. “I did nothing more than 
I thought was my duty. That man lorded 
it over my house, abused and insulted my 
wife, attacked my boy, and I lay in bed un- 
able to resent it until I saw him choking her 
before my eyes. Then * did what any nus- 
band would do. I wish I could thanx those 
jurors and the police.” 

Branitzky at one time was a well to do 
architect with officés in the Unity building. 
He is afflicted with tuberculosis of the spine 
and is paralyzed from the waist down. For 
several months he has been in bed in a 
straitjacket which weighs twenty-eight 
pounds. Physicians say he cannot live long. 

Mrs. Branitzky fainted when she heard the 
verdict.

Centrifugal Force Fires Gun. 

The gun ts fired by centrifugal force. AM 
there is to itis a big wheel with a crank for 
revolving it. In the ten inch model this 
cam be turned by hand, A motor of fifty 
horse power would be required to turn the 
six foot model Mr. Patten hopes to build. 

Bullets—not shells such as are used in 
other guns, but simply bails of lead or steel— 
are poured into the gun. The operator re- 
volves the wheel and the bullets begin to 
pour out in a steady stream. They fly so 
fast they have the appearance of one long, 
leaden ribbon, and if the gun is revolved 
on its base the stream of lead would sweep 
around in an arc which would mow down 
anything in front of it. 


Flywheel Bursts, Gives Idea. 

The inventor of the new gun got his idea 
from seeing a fiywheel burst. That was five 
years ago in England, where Mr. Patten 
was born; He came here a year later and 
eighteen months ago began work on the 
model of his gun, which he has had in mind 
since leaving England. 

The gun is of brass and looks like a meat 

chopper or a cylindrical pencil sharpener, 
Mr. Patten screwed his device to a table and 
then poured a handful of buckshot into it, 
At the opposite side of the room was a target 
and the inventor pointed his gun toward it, 
Then he began to turn the-handie. 
Bullets flashed from the mouth of the Hite’ 
tle gun in a perfect stream. Dach ond hit’ 
the target. The second test at the target 
forty feet away resulted in the gun sending 
400 buckshot into 4 space five-eighths of an 
inch in diameter in lees than a minute.

SAYS PORT COSTS US TRADE 


Steamboat Agent Warns Harbor 
Commission of Losses. 


URGES HUGE OUTER PIERS. 


W. H. Johnson Says Lake Front 
Changes Are Imperative. 


W. H. Johnson, general western agent of 
the Anchor line of lake steamers, read a 
paper before the harbor commission yester- 
day in which he showed how Chicago, 
through lack of harbor and warehouse fa- 
cilities is fast losing its package freight lake 
traffic to other ports. 

The remedy he suggested was an outer har- 
bor between the line of the present north 
pier and Chicago avenue, with long piers 
extending from the shore outward. 

The paper first dealt with traffic delivered 
to Chicago firms and takeh from Chicago 


firme for shipment east. 

This traffic ie handled by eight lake lines, 
owned or controlled by the eastern trunk 
| lines, consisting of fifty-four steamers. With 
proper harbor facilities, this fleet, according 
to the paper, could carry annually inte Chi- 
cago 4,000,000 tons and out of Chicago 4,000, 
000 tons. However, under present condi- 
tions the fleet handles less than 2,250,000 
tons of package freight and grain in and 
out of Chicago each season. 

The terminals are located in the congested 
district, where land values are high and 
constantly increasing in value; consequently 
the carrying charges of the property on the 
invested values constantly are increasing - 
the expenses of operation. The narrow 
river makes the expense of getting to and 
from docks out of proportion to expenses in- 
curred at other ports. 

Mr. Johnson claims that the larger boats 
of his line are capable, since the removal 
of the tunnels, of handling their maximum 
tonnage to points in the niver, but only at a 
tremendous expense in the use of tugs, as 
the boats have to be towed in or out stern 
first, and the loss of steamboat time. The 
tug bills will average $250 trip in the Chi- 
cago river. 

It ig safe to assume,” said the paper, 
“that no 10,000 ton boats will be built by 
lake Mnes unless harbor conditions and ter- 
minal facilities are developed to take care 
of such boats; and consequently the shipping 
public cannot have the advantage of the 
lowest possible rates on water-borne that 
iron ore and grain are enjoying.” 


Interchange of Traffic. 


In regard to the interchang®é of traffic be- 
tween the lake lines and western railroads, 
Mr. Johnson read a paper previously pre- 
pared and addressed to the western roads. 
In this he says: 

The interchange of traffic between the 
laké lines and western railroads at Chicago 
for many years has been performed at 
greater expense to those interests than at 
any other port on the great lakes, and the 
traffic has suffered greater delays in moving 
through Chicago than through the ports of 
Milwaukee, Duluth, Manitowoc, Gladstone, 
and Cleveland. 

“These disabilities continually are inter- 
fering with the routing of lake traffic 
through the Chicago gateway. 

Those competent to judge affirm that it 
takes six days longer to get lake and rail 
traffic through the Chicago gateway than 
through any other port, and it is not uncom- 
mon for shippers to demur when asked to 
route traffic lake and rail through Chicago 
ee they have an outlet through other 
po 


Canada and South Benefit. 

I believe that the loss of tonnage to the 
Chicago interests by these conditions has cre- 
ated the southern and Canadian’ routes in 
the competition for seaboard traffic, which 
would move through the Chicago gateway 
if the cost of transportation could be cheap- 
ened to admit of lower rates. 

“IT am in favor of an outer harbor be- 
cause I believe the Chicago river cannot be 
economically widened to a 300 foot channel, 
which, in my judgment, would be necessary 
to enable boats of sixty feet beam to lie at 
docks on either side of the channel and per- 


Mr. Johnson believes the lighterage method 
unquestionably will be used in handling

@ point of least resistance in operating the 

steamboat, for the lighterage expense will be

arbor. 


Favors a Commercial Harbor. 

The opinion is expressed in the paper that 
the city and state should continue to reserve 
the lake front from the main river to Jack- 
son park for park purposes. 

“Chicago should never tolerate a manu- 
facturing or industrial harbor which would 
disfigure its water front,“ said Mr. Johnson, 
“Dut there can be no such objection raised 
to a commercial harbor.”’ 

Mr. Johneon left with the commission a 
plan showing his ideas of a commercial har- 
bor, which the paper explained: 

The idea is to ask the government to ex- 
tend a shore arm from Lincoln park out to 
the present breakwater and to extend the 
north pler out to the present breakwater, 
leaving openings at both ends of the pier. 
This would give a harbor of good dimensions 
for the refuge of vessels.
